A method of making a stable aqueous foaming surfactant dispersion, which 
comprises dispersing in water, at a temperature of from 60 to 90 °C, a preformed, 
substantially uniform, solid surfactant composition comprising at least one foaming 
surfactant, and at least one fatty amphiphile, in weight proportions to give a composition 
containing from 5 to 50 weight % of the surfactant composition and from 50 to 95 weight % 
water, homogenizing the mixture to disperse the preformed substantially uniform solid 
surfactant composition and subsequently adding an emollient to the dispersion.
